I have ſit dow# a Table containing and teaching the true 
writing and underſtanding of any hard Engliſh word borrow- 
ed from the Greek, Latin, or French, and how to know the one 
from the other, with the interpretation thereof , by a plain Ex- 
gliſh word : whereby the Children ſhall be prepared for the un- 
deritanding of thouſands of Latin words before they enter the 
Gremmer-School , which alſo will bring much delight and 
judgment to others, Therefore if thou underſtandeſt not any

Ther men in their Writings { gentle Reader ) miy juſtly uſe ſuch tile, 2s 
0) may declare [earning or eloquence, fit for a Scitvlar ; bur I ain intorced of 
neceſſity, to affet that plain rudeneſs, which may fit the capacity of tho!te 
perſons with whom I have to deal; the learncd forts are able to vndertand my 
purpoſe, and to teach the Treatiſe without further direions. Tam now therefore 
to dire my ſpecch unto the unskilful, which defire ro make uſe of it for their 
own private benefit, and ro ſuch men and women of Trade, as Taylors, Weavers, 
Shop-keepers, Scamſters, and ſuch others, as have undertaken the charge cf 
enching others. Give me Jcave therefore {1 beſcech thee ) to ſpeak plainly and 
familiarly unto thee: yea,let me intreat thee to give all diligent regard to tho 
things which I ſhall deliver unto thee : I ſeek nothing by thee, but thy ewn 
pleaſure, eaſe and profit, and the good of thy Scholars, If peradventure for 2 or 
3 days at the fit, it may ſcem ſomewhat hard or ſtrange to thee. yer he not af 
couraged, nc1cier caſt it from thee ; for if thou rake diligent pains in it bur 
4 days, thou ſFait Icarn many very profitable things that thou never kneweſ ; 
yea, thou ſhaſt Icarn more of the Engliſh tongue, than ary man of thy calling 
(C not being a Grammarian ) in England knowerh : thou {alt teach thy Scholars 
/ with better eommodation and profit, than any other ( nor following this or- 
der ) teacheth; and thou maiſt fit on thy Shop-board, ar thy Loom, or at ty 
Needle, and never hinder thy work to hear thy Scholars, atrer 6nce thou halt 
made this little book familiar to thee, The prattice and order of ftudy, I know 
is a ſtranger to thee ; yet muſt thou .now be ſure, that thou pats not over any 
one word before thou well underſtand it. If thou canſt find nor out the meaning 
and true uſe of any rule or word, and have none preſent to help thee ; make a 
mark thereat with thy pen or pin, until thou mecteſt with thy miniſter. or orher 
learned *cholars, of whom thou maitt enquire , and do not think it any difcre- 
dit to declare thy want being in a matter pertaining to Grammer, or other fiuc!1 
like things as thoſe of thy condition are uſually acquainted with : rather af 
ſure .thy ſelf, that all wiſe men will commend thee that defireſt knowledg, 
which many rcje:t ; but they which refuſe to be direted I know are ſuch 45 
delight in their fottſh ignorance, like S-928/!'s Prieſt, who becauſe he had it 
ſed his old Mynp7nzs for theſe dozen of years, wonl4 not leave it for the 0- 
ther new Snp/iz45, though it be never ſo good. Two things generally you 
muſt mark for the uſe of this Book. Firſt, the true underſtanding of it in the 
matter. Secondly, the manner of learning of 1t, if thou be only a Scholar ; then 
the other of reaching it, if thou be alſo 2 Teacher, And for the firſt, Where I 
profeſs to reach with far more eaſe and pleaſure ro the Learner, and theretorc 
with greater ſpeed than others ; underſtand the reaſon. Thon haſt but ewo prin- 
eipal things to learn ; to fpell truty any word of one ſyllable, and to divide tru- 
ly any word of inany. For thefirſd, I have diſpoſed (ſyllables fo in the firſt Book, 
however at the firſt fight they may ſeem common,ſo as thou canſt meet none, but 
either thou haſt it there ſet down, or at leaſt fo many like, both tor the beginning 
and ending, as that none can be pronounced unto thee, that thou ſhalr not be 
$kilful 1n, Ard.

And I have begun with the eaſieſt, proceeding by degrees unto harder, thar, 
they firſt learned, all other might follow with very little labour. Theſe ffllables 
known, (becauſe all words be they never ſo long or hard, be made of them,) thou 
hait' nothing to learn, but to divide them ; for which I. have laid down fo eaſy 
and certain Rules ( believe me that have tried ) as thou ſhalt never err in any 
hard word. 1 doubt not bur thy own experience ſtall find this to be true, and (o 
my. promiſe -jn that point pertormed to the full. Marvel not, why in the firſt 
Eook, I have differed in writing many ſyllables from the uſual manner; yea, 
from my (elf in the reſt of my Work, t©2p! without (+), and tz? with one (n) 
and Plum not Plymm? , my reaton 1s, 1 have put there nd more letters than are 
of abſolute neceſſity, when in the reſt I have followed cuſtom; yea often I write 
the word diverſiy (if it be uſed differently ) the better to acquaint thee with any 
kind of writing. Touching the ſpeeches at the end cf the 1, @, 4, 7, and 8, Chap- 
ters, regard not the matter ( being vain ) but my purpoſe, which is to bring thee 
ro the preſent uſe of reading words of one ſyllable, which thou haſt learned to 
ſpell, that ſo thou maieſt have nothing in the ſecond book to learn, but only 
Diviſion of words, and other hard Obfervatians. The Titles. of the Chapters, 
and notes in the margin ( which I would have thee always diligently read and 
mark) will make theſe things more plain unto thee. 

Alſo where I undertake to make thee write true Orthographie of any words 
truly pronounced , I muſt mean it of thoſe words whoſe \vriting 1s determined ; 
for there are many. wherein the beſt Engliſt-men in this land, are not agreed : 
As ſome write muliciosr, deriving it from malice ; others write ma7ztio45, as from 
the Latine maziitio/ur : So ſome virite Germane from the Latin, ſome Girm1is 
from the Frencl!, Neither do I deal with proper names, or ſirange words of Art 
1n {creral ſciences, nor ths unknown terms of peculiar Countries ( if they differ 
from ordinary rwlcs ) unlets fmerinies on ſome ſpecial occaſion. I know ere this 
thou thirſteſt that act a Teacher, to kear how thou maitit with more eaſe and pro- 
fit reach an hundred Scholars, than before forty : Follow my advice ,and I warrant 
thee ſucceſs. Ler every one of thy Scholars ( for the beſt thou haſt, ſhall learn that 
here-which he never knew ; ncither needeth he any other for Engliſh ) provide 
and uſe theſe books ; then divide thy Scholars into 2, 3,or 4 forts, as thy number 
is ( for more thou needeſt nor, although thou haſt a hundred Scholars ) and place 
many of them as are nearcſt of 11x forwardneſs, 1n one leſ.on or form, as in 
Grammer-Schoo!s, and {o 20 through the whole r.umber, not making above four 
companies at the moſt : {o that thou ſhalt have bur four leRures to hear, if thou 
ha? an hund:cd Scholars z vhereas before thou hadit forty leftures though but 
Frey Sci.lars. Then when thou wouldeſt hear any Form, call them forth all, be 
they ten, twenty or more rogether : hear two cc three that thou moſt ſuſpecteſt

means alſo, every one in an higher Form will be able tro help thoſe under him, and 
that without loſs of time, ſeeing thereby he repeateth that which he hath larely 
learned. Now touching the framing and ſweet tuning of the voice, T have given 
this help : I have added for Profe all ſorts of ſtile, both dialogue and others ; and 
fof Verſe, Pſalms, and other Verſes of aſl the ſeveral forts uſual : which beiny 
well taught , will frame thee to the natural reading of any Engliſh. But here I 
muſt make earneſt requeſt to all careful Miniſters, that as they tender the good 
education of the von in their Pariſhes, they would ſometimes repair unto 
the Schools of ſuch Teachers as are nor Grammarijans to hear their children 

ronounce : and ſo help ſuch with their diſcretion, that defire to uſe this book 
1n their Schools ; for it is lamentable to ſee into what jgnorant handling filly Iit- 
tle children chan:re, which ſhould at firſt be moſt $kilfully grounded ; which is 
the only cauſe of ſuch woful ignorance 1n ſo many men and women that cannor 
now write ( without great errour ) one ſentence of true Engliſh ; therefore ler 
parents now be careful ro whom they commit their children. 

But to return to my teaching Tradeſmen ; If thou defireſt to be informed how 
ro reach this Treatiſe, niark diligently the Diretions given in all places of the 
Book; and as thy Scholar is in ſaying his leflon, mark what words he mifſeth and 
note them with thy pen or pin; and let him repzat them -at the next lefture, and 
ſo until he be perfeR, not regarding thoſe where he 1s $kilful. And let his fel- 
lows alſo remember them, to oppoſe him 1n their propoſitions. Fur methoughr 
I heard thee ſay, that my reaſons have perſwaded thee to be willing to teach 
this, but thou canſt not move all their Parents to be willing to bettow fo much 
money ina book at the firſt. Tell them from me, that they need buy no more, 2kd 
then they ſhall ſave much by the bargain But they will reply, that this little 
young child will have torn it before 1t be half learned. Then anſwer, that a re- 
medy is provided for that alſo, which 1s this ; Firſt, the Printer upon {'ght here- 
of, framed the Horn-book according to the order of this book, making the firſt 
part of my ſecond page the matter thereof, which in my opinion ke did with 
good reaſon: for a child may by this Treatiſe almoſt learn to ſpell perfe&tly in 
as little time as learn well the Horn-book. Bur this latter being firſt Icarned, be- 
ing the ground-work of ſpelling, all the reſt of this work will be gotten with 
ſmall labour. Secondly, I have fo diſpoſed the placing of my firſt book, that if a 
child ſhould tear out every leaf fo falt as he learneth, yet it ſhall nor be greatly 
hurtful : for, every new following Chapter repeateth and teacherh again all that 
went before. I hope if it be a reaſonable man, that this entrance to them pre- 
fixeth the manner how to underſtand the uſe of them, whereunro I refer thee, 
having been already over-tedions. 

For the particular ordinary ſounding of the letters, T wholly omit; leaving it 
ro the we porhes of the Teacher, eſpecially it t etng ſuffciently and learnedty 
han#lcd by another, Thur t.ave I fo pratled and liſped nnto thee, as that } haps” 
thou underſtandeſt my purpoſe and fingle heart for thy gord : which if 1 find 
accepted, I may p2radventure hereafrer proceed in my courſe, for the ealy and 
ſpeedy attaining of the learned languag*s; an Argument, winch as it is more 
pertinent to my profeſſion, ſo m'ghr 1t rather be expeted from me than this 
poor Pamphler.
